He explained this method by stating that you come in with a 
package, come up with demands, discuss them and come out with a 
victory, and that In doing so you ask for more than you expect to get. 

He described the goals of the movement as desegregation, jobs and 
the right to vote. He described the tnethods of obtaining these goals 
as being direct action, nonviolence and negotiation,^

Levieon had a lengthy conversation on March 6, 1963, 
discussing an article that King was preparing for ’The Ration." 

The article dealt with the 1962 program of the Administration <£ 
on civil rights and King felt the article seeded changing In 
view of the President’s civil rights message. 


Leviaon told King to bear in mind that what 
"The Ration" was presenting each year were King’s observations 
about the ^preceding year so that it would be proper to 
confine the article to observations about 1962. Leviaon 
pointed out that it nay be too fttalo to be discussing only 
1962 that late in 1963 and that Reverend Mr. King ought to ^ 
mention something about the President's civil rights message. 


Reverend Mr. King referred to the "schisophrenic 
tendency of the Administration, on one hand It appoints • 
Thurgood Marshall as a Federal Judge and then appoints Judges 
in the South who are outright segregationists.” 


King concluded by stating that his contention is 
that if he (President Kennedy) would get out and really fight 
and crusade for the civil rights program, it would havs a 
stronger chance of getting it through. Leviaon agreed with

Be doesn't know what Birmingham 
means.* Levlsoa then suggested that la view of the fact 
that Bartin Luther King is going to see the president soon, 
he should get advice on how to present this matter to 
the President. It was Jones' opinion that this would not 
make much difference because the Attorney General is 
running the civil rights movement.'37" 


Jones told Lerison that after the meeting, Jones 
learned that the Attorney General was very critical of 
Jones because he had been la Birmingham with King and knew 
what had been done and should have defended the Attorney 
General at the conference. Jonea continued that the 
Attorney General did not think that any purpose would be 
served by President Kennedy leading a negro Into the 
University of Alabama, and that this provoked some bitter 
comments from the people attending the conference, including 
one person who told the Attorney General that the only 
reason he was in this room was because he was concerned 
with the 1964 elections. This same individual, according to 
Jones, described the Attorney General as, "the worst 
illustration of white arrogant liberalism." Levlsoa said 
that this was a good de scription of the Attorney General.

Communism Aid" which appeared Iti the April 27, 1963, Issue 
of the "Courier Post* 1 , a Camden * New Jersey, daily newspaper, 
reflects the following: 

During the evening of April 26, 1963, more than 
1,000 persons attended a freedom rally for the benefit 
Of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference at convention 
Hall, in Camden, New Jersey. Among the principal speakers 
present were Dr. A. D. King, who substituted for his brother, 
the Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr.. Jackie Robinson, former 
Dodger baseball Star, and Camden, New Jersey, Mayor pierce. 

This article reflected no explanation of Reverend 
King's absence. 

According to this article, Dr. King's speech theme 
was to the effect that the racial struggle in the South 
endangers this nation in its struggle with communism. In this 
connection, he is quoted as saying that "Black supremacy would 
be as dangerous as white supremacy." 

Jackie Robinson expressed criticism of president 
Kennedy's insincerity in connection with civil rights matters. 

Mayor Pierce, in general, praised the work done 
in the South by Reverend Martin Luther King. He also stated 
that it was very refreshing to see representatives from the 
three major faiths attending a rally such as the freedom 
rally.

The records of the Secretary of State, New York 
State Department of State, Albany, New York, show that 
the certificate of incorporation of Freedomways Associates, 
Incorporated, was filed on March 2, 1961. 

The Spring, 1962, issue of "Freedomways 1 * is self- 
described as M a Quarterly Review of the Negro Freedom 
Movement'' 1 published by Freedomways Associates, Incorporated, 
799 Broadway, New York City. 

On May 24, 1961, a source advised that a report 
was given on "Freedomways" at a meeting of the National 
Board, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), held on May 24, 1961. 

It was stated that the original plan called for the 
publication to be openly Marxist, but that it was later 
decided it would not be avowedly a Marxist publication. 
Editorials are in the hands of a mixed group of Marxists 
and non-Marxists. It was stated that the central purpose 
of "Freedomways" is to develop a theory and positive criticism 
of currents in the Negro movement, as well as to raise the 
level of understanding and discussion taking place in Negro 
life today and to project a socialist and pro-Soviet 
orientation. 

On May 25, 1961, another source advised that 
"Freedomways" was set up for the CPUSA by James Jackson, 
a member of the National Committee of the CPUSA.

T he Southern Patriot , a monthly publication, shows 
that it is published "by the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE EDUCATIONAL 
FUND, INC. (SCEF). 

The Southern Patriot was cited as an "organof the 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the SCHW, June 12, 
19 ^ 7 . 



The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 16, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the Southern people in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment 
was dated April 26, 1946, 

A source, who is familiar with some phases of Communist 
Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on May 18, i960, 
that during the time the SCOT was in existence. Communist Party 
(CP) members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW. 
However, since the formation of the SCEF, rank and file CP members 
have not been encouraged to work In the SCEF, The source stated 
that the SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along with 
the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on the racial 
question, and through the years, certain CP members in the New 
Orleans area have been assigned to work In the organization to 
further CP principles. 

On May 18, i960, the source advised that in the past he 
has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive Director of the 
SCEF, to be a Communist, If not an actual Communist Party member, 
because he followed communist principles. 

The Source also advised on May 18, i960, that many 
people who are officials and members of the SCEF, while liberal 
in their views, are by no means communists.

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HATIOW OF ISLAM 
Formerly Referred to as the 
Musila Cult of Islas, Also Known 
as Muhammad's Temples of Islam 

In January 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"MatIon of Islam" and "Muhanaad's Tenples of Islam”. 

On May 2, 1962, a second source advised: ELIJAH 
UmAMVAX) is the national leader of the MATIOH OF ISLAM (KOI). 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam Humber 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avsniae, Chicago, Illinois is the national headquarters of 
the HOI. In mid~l960 s MOHAMMAD and other HOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "M«fha»»ad's Temples of Islam". 

The HOI is an all-Hegro organization which was 
originally organized In 1930 la Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-salled Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of Worth America by establishing an Independent black nation 
in the Halted States. Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching 
and his interpretation ©f the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing’ as a Kegrog that the so-called Es gross are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils", in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called He gross, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon". 

In the past, officials and members of the HOI, 
including MtHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization In order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not Indicate any fundamental changes In the teachings of his 
organization. 


On May 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to tee derived by those Hegross who joined the HOI. 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him 
acquire additional followers and create fiore interest in his 
programs.

On May 2, 1962, a source advised that the FRUIT OF 
ISLAM (FOI) is a group within the RATION OF ISLAM (NOI) com¬ 
posed of male members of the KOI. The purpose of the FOI is 
to protect officials and property of the KOI, assure compliance 
of members with nOI teachings and to prepare for the "War of 
Armageddon". Members of the FOI are required to participate 
in military drill and are afforded the opportunity to 
engage in Judo training. The FOI is governed by a military 
system wherein the members are controlled by general orders 
similar to those Issued by regular military organizations.

Jones mentioned to Levison 
that he had recently talked with Martin Luther King and King 
advised him that lie had recently been to see President Kennedy 
and v;as most impressed with the President's know ledge of King's 
writings, as veil as the President’s awareness of events in the 
civil rights field. Jones stated it was obvious to King that 
President Kennedy hud been veil briefed prior to the meeting 
and he apparently had done considerable reading along this line.w^ 
Jones told Levison that King had made the statement that the sf 
President is^o well informed that he cites "your own material// 
to you." 

Levison asked Jones what specific points the 
President had cited to King. Jones stated that he was unable 
to unsv,er this question as King was in a hurry to catch a plane 
and did not have time to go into detail. Levison told Jones 
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Mr. P, Kenneth O'Donnell 


that it would be worthwhile for him to make a call on King to 
find out what specific points the President had made in his 
conversation with King because these points could be used as a 
guideline for King to determine the Administration's thinking 
with respect to the civil rights problea^^

The Atlanta operator advised that there was no telephone at the residence 
usually occupied by Dr. King. The operator next tried the Ebenezer Baptislf Church 
in Atlanta. A person there advised that Dr. King was away on two weeks vacation 
and could not be reached. Upon being asked if Dr. King was near a telephone, this 
person replied in the affirmative but stated Dr. King did not wish to be disturbed. 


I called our Atlanta Office and in the SAC T s absence, talked with 
ASAC Hitt. I instructed him to attempt to telephonically locate Dr. King and tell him 
that Mr. Sullivan and I desired to sit down and have a chat with him any time he 
was in the Washington or New York area. ASAC Hitt was specifically told to indicate 
to Dr. King that the desired conversation was not as a result of an investigation 
concerning"!^. King but merely for purposes of a chat with him.

King's assistants had told him that King is at a "hideaway" writing a book and could not 
be reached. stated that King will be in Alabama all of next week and will then 
return to Atlanta and will call ASAC Hitt at that time.

On November 23, 1962, our New York Office developed infor¬ 
mation that a mailing house in New York City had been handling the 
addressing of envelopes and mailing of letters for Martin Luther King 
and the SCLC for the past two years and that O'Dell is the person 
who has been arranging this work. An official of the above-mentioned 
mailing house stated he considered O'Dell to be the New York represent 
ative for King and the SCLC. On November 23, 196^ and again on 
November 29 or 30, 1962, O'Dell contacte d this of ficial personally I 
concerning mailing jobs for the SCLC.
